Phrase ‘Naval Parity’

ARITY” and “Yardsticks” are two 
words that are now getting heavy 
usage in naval limitation conversa- 
tions. These two words are not new 
but under the influence of such im- 
portant events as the 1922 Washing- 
ton Conference, the 1927 Geneva Con- 
ference, the 1928 Briand-Kellogg peace 

and the 1929 Hoover-MacDonald 
yisit they are acquiring special mean- 
ings. 

When new connotations are grafted 
to familar words there is danger that 
a loose use of them may lead to con- 
fused thought on-an important sub- 
ject. It is, therefore, of more than 
academic interest to examine from time 
such words, and to study the special 
ideas they are sanctioned by general 
employment to convey. What do we 
mean when we speak of naval “parity” 
and naval “yardsticks?” 

Parity and Equality 

Parity means “equality.” This sim- 
ple definition suffices when like things 
are being compared. The determina- 
tion of parity, however, gets more dif- 
ficult when dissimilarities creep in be- 
tween the things it is desired to re- 
duce to a parity basis. At the Wash- 
ington Conference there were not 
serious differencés in the category of 
battleships alone and a fairly satis- 
factory parity agreement between Great 
Britain and the United States was ar- 
rived at, which if carried out as 
planned will, in 1942, result in a ship 
for ship, ton for ton equality. But 
even then it does not necessarily fol- 
low that absolute parity in this one. 
category of battleships will be at- 
tained. On the contrary it would be a 
miracle if this were accomplished, be- 
cause exact. parity would depend on 
such elusive factors as skill in con- 
struction and skill in operation. Still, 
for the practical purposes of limita- 
tion of naval armaments the Wash- 
ington Conference agreement in the 
category of battleships was acceptable. 

In the cruiser category a stumbling 
block has been encountered because 
there is a much wider dissimilarity in 
types and uses of cruisers than there 
is in the types and uses of battleships. 
Between Great Britain and the United 
States the ship for ship, ton for ton 
basis of parity in cruisers is not prac- 
ticable. The British Empire and the 
United States are not similarly sit- 
tated, geographically, industrially, or 
internationally. The needs of the two 
countries are different and call for dif- 
ferent types of cruisers. 


More Elastie 
_ Parity had to be given a more elastic 
Interpretation. Moreover, the Briand- 
Kellogg peace pact has intervened and 
broadened ideas about seeking a com- 
Mon sense agreement on “parity.” 
Notwithstanding, most discussions of 
this naval limitation problem recog- 
nize that naval needs are largely rela- 
tive and the needs of one nation de- 
Pend to a great extent on the fleets of 
ers. 
It is thus seen that in evolution, the 
se “naval parity” as used between 
_— Britain and the United States 
gradually been given a broader 
more general interpretation. As 
situation now stands it may be said 
that “parity” will be achieved when 
both nations are satisfied that their 
respective sovereignties are represented 
by naval fleets actually commensurate 
In general size and strength. 
The principle of “parity” having 
n adopted it remained to find a 
practical method for comparing dif- 
ferent individual ships in the same cat- 
egory to assist in determining what 
each nation is required or entitled to 
do in the way of scrapping, maintaing 
and constructing naval vessels.

Hoover Soon to Get Reports on 
Army Survey and Pay Analysis 





PRESIDENT HOOVER will have be- 

_ fore him by December 1 two de- 
tailed and weighty reports on subjects 
that go right to the heart of National 
Defense. 

Probably the first to reach him will 
be the report of the War Department 
General Staff on the survey under- 
taken at the behest of the President to 
determine what economics could be ef- 
fected in the Army. The work of 
gathering the data for this report has 
been completed, it is understood, and 
the General Staff is now engaged in 
analyzing and correlating the data for 
presentation to the President. 

The other report is that of the Bu- 
reau of Efficiency whose activities in 
compiling data on the pay situation is 
generally understood to have . been 
started at the request of Mr. Hoover 
for an independent study for his per- 
sonal use. 

While the General Staff’s report is 
primarily on the subject of economy 


and the Bureau of. Efficiency’s. on the 
pay situation it is known that in each 
more than a passing notice will be 
taken of the problems of both pay and 
promotion. Observation by Army and 
Navy officers of the type of informa- 
tion being gathered by the workers of 
the Bureau. of. Efficiency make it 
clearly. apparent that that body has 
reached the conclusion that if their 
report to the President is to be of 
much value to him it must include a 
comprehensive analysis of the promo- 
tion situation in both services. That 
no study of the adequacy of pay in 
military of naval services could be fair 
or comprehensive without taking into 
consideration what chances the indi- 
vidual has for advancement and career 
appears to have been the conclusion 
reached.

May Aid Promotions 


[NSTRUCTIONS have been formu- 

lated by the War Department com- 
pletely defining the procurement ob- 
jective of the territorial assignment 
group of Reserve Officers, and in ac- 
cordance with such instructions as- 
signment of units to unit areas are go- 
ing forward in all Corps Areas. 

The number of units for the branches 
in each Corps Area having been deter- 
mined, as listed below, and unit areas 
designated, allocation of units to these 
unit areas is made by the Corps Area 
commanders under the provisions of 
Section 341, Part I, Volume 44, U. S. 
Code, which states: 

“Subject to general regulations ap- 
roved by the Secretary of War, the 
ocation and designation of units of the 
Organized Reserves entirely comprised 
within the limits of any State or Ter- 
ritory shall be determined by a board, 
a majority of whom shall be reserve 
officers, including reserve officers who 
hold or have held commissions in the 
National Guard and recommended for 
this duty by the governor of the State 
or Territory concerned.” 

Before revision of the procurement 
objective, only 66,000 out of 90,000, ap- 
proximately, of the Reserve Officers on 
the active list would be allocated to 
units. The present measure provides 
for the allocation of around 90,000 to 
units. 

It is regarded as certain at the na- 
tional headquarters of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Association of the United States 
that the grouping under the new pro- 
curement objective will result in the 
promotion of every Reserve Officer 
qualified for promotion. 

In connection with the chart below, 
the following is provided: 

In time of peace each Corps Area 
commander may, at his discretion, as- 
sign Regular Army brigade command- 
ers in addition to their other duties, or 
Reserve .general officers, to the com- 
mand of each Reserve division, and may 
require them to inspect the training 
of the divisions and such other troops 
as may be placed under them. 

Corps Area commanders may, at 
their discretion, make recommendations 
to the War Department for the assign- 
ment to appropriate commands or du- 
ties of all general officers of the O. R. 
C. within their jurisdiction.

Army Tests .276 Rifle 
and Armored Vehicle 


Two steps regarding Ordnance ma- 

terial were taken by the Secretary 
of War this week of vital interest to 
the Infantry and Cavalry. 

First, the Secretary received and ap- 
proved the recommendations of the 
board appointed to test semi-automatic 
rifles. The board recommended that a 
maximum of 20 of the .276 Garand 
semi-automatic rifles T3 be manufac- 
tured by the Ordnance Department 
and tested by the Infantry and Cavalry 
for comparison with the tests of the 
276 Pedersen Semi-automatic rifles 
previously made. 

Second, the Secretary approved the 
recommendation of Maj. Gen. C. C. Wil- 
liams, Chief of Ordnance, for the pur- 
chase of one Carden-Lloyd light arm- 
ored vehicle from the Vickers-Arm- 
strong company. 

Infantry Carrier 

This vehicle will be developed as an 
infantry carrier of the Mechanized 
Force. In all the studies of the Mech- 
anized Force one of the principal ve- 
hicles from the point of view of the 
infantry component of such a force 
has been such a vehicle. It is a low, 
cheap, cross-country machine, intended 
to transport half of an infantry squad 
or half of a machine-gun squad with 
its guns and ammunition. The War 
Department plans for the Mechanized 
Force which were approved in principle, 
some time ago listed such a vehicle as 
one of the most important items for 
development. For a long time also the 
infantry has sought some mechanical 
vehicle which would replace the mule 
and the cart in the transportation of 
its machine guns and special weapons. 
The plans for the Mechanized Force 
visualized that if such a vehicle were 
developed for it, it would also be a 
step toward the possible solution of 
its problem for divisional infantry. 

The characteristics of the Carden- 
Lloyd light armored vehicle are its 
small size, low target, light weight 
(about 3,000 pounds), and its combina- 
tion of mobility on tracks across coun- 
try or on wheels on the road. It is 
powered by a cheap commercial engine 
and has a type of track which is the 
result of several years of experimenta- 
tion. 

It is expected that the acquisition 
of ‘this vehicle will be an undoubted 
step forward in the development for 
any mechanized force in our Army. 

The Carden-Lloyd weighs from 3 to 
6,000 pounds, is 8 feet, one inch long, 
5 feet, 7 inches wide, 4 feet high, has

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Joint Pay Principles 
Seen as Fair and Vital 


(In the following article an Army 
member of the Interdepartmental Pay 
Board sets forth for the readers of 
the Army and Navy Journal his views 
on the outstanding points concerning 
service pay.)

BEFORE becoming a member of the 

Interdepartmental Pay Board, my 
duties, as is the case with the great 
majority of line officers, had been such 
that my detailed knowledge of service 
pay matters was limited practically to 
the monthly pay voucher. Now after 
having worked on the Board, I find 
that there are certain points regard- 
ing service pay which stand: out in 
my mind above all others, and it may 
not be out of place to mention some of 
them here, 


_ First and foremost is the general 
inadequacy of the present service pay. 
Not until one takes the time to com- 
pare thoughtfully the pay of person- 
nel of the services with the pay of 
civilians of corresponding stations and 
responsibilities, is it realized how 
badly off we really are. The inade- 
quacy of service pay has been suffi- 
ciently evident to members of the serv- 
ices, and this question has been cov- 
ered convient by other members 
of the Board in recent articles in the 
Army and Navy Journal. Consequent- 
ly, there is no need of writing at 
length on that point now, but I must 
say that it was a distinct shock to 
learn the facts brought out in the 
above-mentioned comparison. 
Various Services 
Next are the many -and = various 
kinds of service prior to first commis- 
sion, which officers are permitted to 
count for pay purposes. In the case of 
the Army, no less than eighteen dif- 
ferent kinds of such service were list- 
ed, and it may be that there remain 
others still unlisted. It is evident that 
counting for pay purposes many forms 
of service which do not count for rank 
makes the pay schedule extremely 
complicated, and works against the 
obviously desirable condition that a 
junior should not receive more pay 
than any of his seniors. It is gener- 
ally admitted that it would be far bet- 
ter if, as recommended in the Board’s 
report, only Federal commissioned 
service were counted for pay purposes, 
but no one likes voluntarily to give up 
anything which operates to increase 
his pay, no matter how slightly, espe- 
cially in these days when the pay is so 
meager, However, any new pay sched- 
ule prepared with the object of bring- 
ing the service pay up to its appro- 
priate level will undoubtedly cause an 
increase in the pay of every officer, no 
matter how favorably situated he may 
be with respect to prior service, and 
at such a time no one can reasonably 
object to the wiping out of the petty 
differences in pay which now arise 
from counting, for pay purposes, serv- 
ice other than commissioned. 
The Bachelor’s Case 
The married officer, unless his at- 
tention is called particularly to the 
matter, seldom realizes the discrim- 
ination in pay which exists under the 
present law against the officer with- 
out dependents. The latter realizes it, 
however, and he is certainly justified 
in objecting thereto. Surely the only 
fair way is to compensate the officer 
for services rendered; not for his fam- 
ily status. Furthermore, allowances 
for dependents have led to innumer- 
able questions and decisions, with the 
result that the administration of the 
law has been rendered still more com- 
plicated. In the interest of justice and 
simplicity, such allowances should be 
eliminated from the service pay sched- 
ule. 
Finally, there are the complications 
and intricacies encountered i® the 
preparation of the detaied pay sched- 
ule. Of course, the most important con-

“So beclouded has become this sub- 
ject by cleverly worded half-statements 
of pacifists and others whose wont it 
js to attack the Army and Navy that 
few. actually know what percentage of 
their taxes go toward peace insurance 
in the form of adequate protection.” 

“One of the favorite methods of ex- 
aggerating the percentage is the state- 
ment that 70 to 82 per cent of the gov- 
ernmental expenditures go for ‘War 

mses. To the average newspaper 
reader this phrase ‘war expenses’ doubt- 
less conveys the same idea as the term 
‘ost of maintaining the Army and 
Navy.’ And yet how different the two 
are! Into the former go all the ex- 
penses of past wars (which no one has 
ever the military or naval es- 
tablishments of starting—they merely 
finish them and restore peace to the 
country). Pensions, adjusted compen- 
gations, Veterans’ Bureau expenses, 
war indebtedness and a myriad of other

Now comes the editor of the Des 
Moines (Iowa) Register, playing a 
game of visual “leap frog” over the 

ions of the article distasteful to 
im avoiding entigely the theme of the 
Journal’s article, and running directly 
to the shelter of his “war expenses” 
tent. He reprints not one word of the 
original article but proceeds to infer 
to it thoughts that are not there and 
to fall into the very practice of “be- 
fuddling the issue” by confusing the 
“cost of war” and the “cost of protec- 
tion.” He fails utterly to take issue 
with the statement that the cost of 
national insurance through upkeep of 
the armed forces is a small percentage 
of the so-called “war expenses” or that 
the bulk of those “war expenses” are 
the result of letting that insurance 
lapse through a niggardly policy toward 
the Army and Navy. 

When the newspaper editorial writer 
accuses the Journal of “centering on 
the cost of the Army and Navy as 
though that was all of war expenses,” 
he played mental “leap frog” over the 
first three paragraphs quoted above 
Which make a clear distinction between 
the two classifications—the mainte- 
tance of the smaller of which is the 
best method of avoiding the burden of 

larger. 

In all this discussion of the percent- 
age of governmental expenditures it 
must be remembered that we are speak- 
ing only of the expenditures of the 
Fi Governmental. The Constitu- 
tion of the United States was estab- 
lished, as set forth in its preamble “in 
order to form a more perfect Union, 
establish Justice, insure domestic Tran- 
fility, provide for the common de- 
ense, promote the general welfare, 
and secure the Blessings of Liberty 
to ourselves and our Posterity.” One 
of the weaknesses of the Articles of 
Confederation was that the Nation it- 
self had no power of self-defense in 
the raising of money, and it is this fac- 
tor that strongly contributed to the 

wing up of the Constitution. Armed 
forces play an important role in vir- 
tually all of the functions assigned to 
the Federal Government under the Con- 
stitution. With this fact in mind it

Beclouding the Issue 


“WHAT WAR COSTS” 
(From the Des Moines Register, Des 
Moines, Iowa, October 15, 1929.) 
The Army and Navy Journal accuses 
the “pacifists” of stating half 

when they refer to the costs of war. 

The Journal says the “pacifists” 
speak of 70 or 80 per cent of our taxes 
going for “war expenses” and then 
centering on the cost of the Army and 
Navy as though that was all of war 
expenses. 

The Journal then shows that we 
spend only $710,267,509 a year on the 
Army and Navy which is but 18.78 
per cent of the total for the govern- 
ment of $3,788,719,647, 

But why does: not the Journal itself 
branch out into the larger field of “war 
expenses 7” 

Why does the Journal while accusing 
the “pacifists” of misleading inference 
itself turn to a few hundred millions the 
War Department spends on waterways 
and the like, leaving the impression 
that “war expenses” do not in fact run 
into any considerable -part of the costs 
of government? 


If the Journal wished to set an ex- 
ample of frankness it would take the 
taxpayer’s dollar and show what part 
of it goes to pay for wars, past and 
future, settling up the old debts and 
getting ready for the new conflicts. 

Then if it — that by far the 
bigger part our national costs are 
not war costs the Journal could clinch 
its argument against the “pacifists.” 

The “pacifists” use a fair and com- 
prehensive term when they say “war 
expenses.” Moreover, they do not aim 
to get caught by centering solely on 
the annual upkeep of the Army and 
Navy. They aim to cover the whole 
field of war cost. 

Let the Journal survey the general 
field and tell its readers frankly just 
what war and being ready for war 
— the burdened peoples of the 
wor 











ians, incidently), found those valiant 
services staggering under the stupend- 
ous handicap of parsimonious peace- 
time policies.

Costs and Production 

All of these assets, and others not 
mentioned, could have been secured to 
ourselves and our posterity on much 
more economical terms. If our peace- 
time defenses had been maintained on 
a more commensurate scale we would 
not have had to pour in the money 
much in the manner of the proprietor 
of a small machine shop who is ordered 
suddenly to increase his production to 
Henry Ford proportions or go out of 
business, 

The factors which brought us into the 
world war might have been avoided 
(and thus the expensive war burdens 
avoided) had we given more thought 
to our National defense beforehand. 
In his intimate papers, Gol. E. M. 
House wrote, “If we were fully pre- 
pared I am sure Germany would not 
continue to provoke us,” and then again 
in a letter to President Wilson, July 
14, 1915, he wrote, “I wondér, too, 
whether we did not make a mistake in 
not preparing actively when this war 
first broke loose. If we had, by now 
we would have been in a position al- 
most to enforce peace. If war comes 
with Germany it will be because of our 
unpreparedness and her belief that we 
are more or less impotent to do her 
harm.” 

Our newspaper champion of the pac- 
ifists makes one interesting statement 





when he writes “They (the pacifists) 
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do not aim to get caught by centering 
solely on the annual upkeep of the 
Army and Navy. They aim to cover 
the whole field of war cost.” How 
true! Of course they don’t “aim to 
get caught” by dwelling on the inade- 
quacy of our protection for then they 
would be giving their followers an ink- 
ling into the true conditions that might, 
perhaps, even lead to a realization that 
if they had aided instead of hampered 
the maintenance of adequate armed 
forces the burdens of war would not 
now be so arduous. They might under- 
stand, perhaps, that they themselves 
welded the shackles. . 
Pacifists Blamed 

The Register says that “if it appear 
that by far the bigger part of all our 
national costs are not war costs the 
Journal could clinch its argument 
against the ‘pacifists.” Exactly oppo- 
site, Mr. Editor! Our argument places 
directly at the door of the pacifists the 
undeniably large burden of war costs. 
At their door because it is through 
their efforts that the “ounce of pre- 
vention” has always been so short- 
sightedly skimped that it has cost this 
nation many times over the “pound of 
cure.” 

“What war and being ready for war 
cost the burdened peoples of the world.” 
—this is tlie sort of befuddling tactics 
that logic repels at, this usion of 
two lines of thought. The pacifists are 
hammering away at public opinion try- 
ing to soften it to the point where 
they can bring about abolition of the 
forces of National Defence. They 
dwell at length at the cost and horrors 
of war, a subject upon which every- 
one, including the national defenders, 
agrees. But this is not their ultimate 
object for they lump in with the first 
set of figures a second representing the 
cost of maintaining the Army and 
Navy. ‘Then the total, they say, repre- 
sents the cost of war. The next step 
in their system of logic is to cry out 
“This is terrible—we must cut the ex- 
penses of war.” But the just debts of 
the last conflict (the actual fruits of 
unpreparedness) must be paid so the 
only place the cut can be made is in 
the current protection afforded by the 
armed forces. is argument runs 
something like the man who, suffering 
from the cold weather because he 
failed to put enough coal in his fur- 
nace, decides to abolish the fire be- 
eause he is opposed to winter weather. 

And so, Mr. Editor, if your sympa- 
thies are with your nation and you 
wish to do something constructive to- 
ward easing the future burden of “war 
expenses” you will see that your read- 
ers understand clearly the distinction 
between “war expenses” and the “cost 
of protection”; you will give your 
whole-hearted support toward the main- 
tenance of adequate national defense; 
and your support will not fail to in- 
clude adequate compensation and de- 
cent living conditions for those who 
stand ready to protect you and your 
home from the “burdens of war,” and 
to secure for you the “Blessings of 
Liberty.”

Ft. Benning (Special)—The 2nd Bat- 
talion, Ist Tank Regiment (light), re- 
cently gave a demonstration for the 
Refresher Class at the Infantry School.

Rule on Arms in C. Z. 


Quarry Hts. (Special) — Post com- 
manders in the Canal Zone have been 
instructed to supervise closely the care 
of small arms barrels to minimize 
avoidable damage. 

Upon inspection by an ordnance in- 
spector, rifle and pistol barrels will be 
classified as follows: 

Class A.—Barrels free from defects 
or having only minor defects not appre- 
ciably decreasing the normal remain- 
ing period of serviceability. (To be 
continued in service.) 

Class B.—Barrels unserviceable from 
causes not involving neglect—excessive 
headspace, inaccuracy due to ordinary 
wear, etc. (Ordnance Department will 
replace without charge.) 

Class C.—Barrels unserviceable due 
to probable neglect—bulged bore, use 
of abrasives, corrosion, etc. (To be 
placed on statement of charges at full 
price or survey. Ordnance Department 
will replace.) 

Class D.—Serviceable barrels so cor- 
roded or pitted as to indicate serious 
neglect. A Class D barrell will be con- 
sidered as damaged 50 per. cent of its 
list price. (To be continued in service, 
and placed on statement of charges at 
one-half price or survey. When a Class 
D barrel becomes unserviceable it will 
be classified as “B,” unless the unserv- 
iceability is due to obvious negiect or 
misuse. In the latter case, it will be 
classified and handled as C, but at one- 
half price instead of full price.) 

When replacement by the Ordnance 
Department is to be made, the arm will 
be accompanied by a certificate stating 
that—(1) the barrel has been classified 
as B, or (2) that it has been covered 
by statement of charges, or (3) that all 
concerned have been relieved of respon- 
sibility by an approved survey. 

Pitting or corrosion indicates neglect, 
it is declared, and in case of survey 
the burden of proof is upon the re- 
sponsible officer to show that all due 
care was exercised. Reports of survey 
will include the certificate of the Ord- 
nance inspector covering his knowledge 
of the case.

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SENTIMENT BACKS REPEAL OF RESTRICTION ON RETIRED OFFICERS 
ERE IS A STRONG sentiment throughout the Navy in favor of the pending 
bill “To repeal the provision in the Act approved June 10, 1896, prohibiting 

the employment of officers of the Navy and the Marine Corps on active or retired 

list by persons or companies furnishing naval supplies or war material to the 

Government,” and it will probably be put on the preferred list and heartily sup- 

ported by the department at the coming: session. 

Holding that the restrictions agaimst Army officers are much less rigorous, 
the department has taken the ground in the past that an undue hardship was 
worked on retired naval officers. It is the view of naval officials, and it will 
probably be included in the recommendations to Congress, that ~ 

The removal of restrictions upon the opportunities to gain a livelihood of 
retired officers is of increasing importance at the present time because of the 
larger number of retirements to be expected in the future. Heretofore retire- 
ments have been confined to officers passing the limiting age of sixty-four, those 
retiring voluntarily after 30 or more years of service, officers disabled in the 
line of duty, and some few retired for age-in-grade or service-in-grade. 

In the near future, however, and for a considerable length of time, it 
appears that some fifty to one hundred officers a year will be retired because 
of age-in- e or service-in-grade, i. e., having reached a certain age or a 
certain length of commissioned service prescribed by the law for their rank 
without having been selected for promotion to the next higher grade. 

This ‘retirement is occasioned by the Act of August 29, 1916, as amended, 
and is necessary both in order that the higher grades in the Navy be manned 
by the officers adjudged best fitted for the duties of those grades, and that a 
reasonable flow of promotion may be assured to junior officers. 

The majority of these officers so retired receive less than three-fourths pay 
and the base pay is necessarily at a lower rate than most officers retiring at 
sixty-four years of age or after thirty years of service. They may not, as 
may officers retired for physical disability, accept other federal employment 
with pay. They will have been retired without fault of their own except that 
other officers have been preferred to them in competition for selection and 
promotion. In justice to these officers their opportunity to engage in business 
should not be restricted. 





BUSY SENATE DEFERS NAVY CONFIRMATIONS 
AN interesting sideline of the tempestous tariff fight waging in the Senate is 
._** the fact that no time has been taken out of the turbulent debate to consider 
confirmations of Navy Appointments. Since early in October no appointments 
have been acted upon. As a consequence of this there are over one hundred 
Naval officers awaiting action on their commissions. 





FLYING CADETS TO HAVE NEW CAP 
ALTHOUGH the Flying Cadets at the Army Flying Schools have had their 
distinctive cadet uniform for the past few years they have so far used the 
flying cap; similar to the overseas cap, for both dress and duty occasions. Real- 
ising the desirability of a dress cap similar to the garrison cap of other Army 
nnel, the design of such a cap has been approved and it will be issued 
the Army Flying Cadets effective March 1, 1930. The cap is to be worn for 
dress and when off the post, and for drills and ceremonies. 
It is of the Pershing desigu, much like that worn by Army officers, except 
that it has no braid that signifies a commissioned status. The top is a gabardine, 
te blue in color to match the cadet uniform. The visor is of black patent 
ther to match the waist belt of the uniform. The distinctive insignia above 
the visor is a pair of gilt pilot’s wings, without shield, with a silver propeller 
placed vertically through the center of the wings.

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Careers of New Admirals 


THE appointment of Capt. Norman 
J. Blackwood and Capt. Charles 
Edward Riggs to be Rear Admirals in 
the Medical Corps as announced in the 
Army ‘and Navy Journal last week re- 
calls that both of the officers have long 
and distinguished records, mainly along 
administrative lines. 

Capt. Blackwood is well known for 
his work in organization, notably that 
in connection with the Naval Hospital 
at Boston which was practically rebuilt 
while he was commanding officer. He 
is the author of several articles which 
appeared in medical journals on medi- 
cal corps history and problems. Capt. 
Riggs, the Surgeon General, who has 
held temporary rank as Rear Admiral 
since his appointment last January as 
Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery and Surgeon General earned 
the praise of the entire country by the 
efficient manner in which he handled 
the Mackinac disaster when he was in 
charge of the Naval Hospital at New- 


port. 

This disaster caused by the blowing 
up of the boilers on the excursion 
steamer Mackinac resulted in the death 
of fifty-five passengers and undoubtedly 
but for the prompt and _ efficient treat- 
ment of the rest of the injured passen- 
gers there would have been many more 
casualties. At this time and later when 
Capt. Riggs was relieved of command 
at Newport he received many letters 
and resolutions of commendation from 
organizations and individuals. 


Capt. Blackwood recently attended 
the American Medical Association at 
Portland, Ore., as representative of the 
Bureau of Medicine and’ Surgery. He 
is prominent in club and fraternal cir- 
cles, and isan enthuSiastic sportsman? 
While in charge of the*Naval Hospital 
in New York, he was President of the 
Sojourners Club, and has always been 
active in Masonry. 

Born in Germantown, Pa., January 
3, 1866, he entered the service in 1883 
as a Naval Cadet, resigned in 1886. 
Following his graduation from the Jeff- 
erson Medical College in 1888, he was 
commissioned as an Assistant Surgeon 
in 1890. At the beginning of the World 
War, he was made a Medical Director 
and commissioned as a Captain with 
rank from October 15, 1916. During 
the war, Capt. Blackwood was in com- 
mand of the hospital ship Mercy, and 
since then has been in command of the 
Naval Hospitals at Cavite, Boston, New 
York, and Puget Sound. 

The Surgeon General, Capt. Riggs, 
was born in Iowa, September 15, 1869, 
and attended the University of Towa 
Medical School, graduating in 1892. 
Entering the Navy in 1893, Capt. Riggs 
has spent nearly sixteen years in duty 
at sea, more time than any other officer 
of the Medical Corps. During the 
Spanish-American War he was on 
board the U. S. S. Newport, which was 
engaged in blockade duty at Havana. 
In 1917, he was made Fleet Surgeon 
of the Asiatic Fleet, and was on duty 
on the U. S. S. Brooklyn at Vladivos- 
tok, Russia. He was commissioned as 
Captain during the war, and later as- 
sumed the duties. of Fleet Surgeon, 
United States Fleet. Following his 
meritorious work at the Newport Hos- 
pital, he came to Washington, first as 
commanding officer of the Naval Hos- 
pital and then as Surgeon General.

Seeks Duty Details 


ORE detailed information as to the 

exact duties performed by officers 
is desired by the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. In submitting the reports on the 
Fitness of Officers, officers are request- 
ed to be more explicit in their reports 
as to the exact nature of the duties 
performed. 

In selecting officers for assignment 
to duties ashore and afloat, the Bu- 
reau makes constant reference to these 
reports, in order that it may designate, 
for assignment, the officers best quali- 
fied to perform the duties involved and 
also so as to insure the proper varia- 
tion in duties, particularly in the cases 
of younger officers. 


The information as to the duties 

performed is obtained from Paragraph 
1 of the fitness report and, unless the 
officer making out the report has made 
the entry in this paragraph truly de- 
scriptive, the Bureau has little infor- 
mation on which to act. For instance: 
a typical entry is “Watch and Division 
Officer,” which leaves doubt as to 
whether the duty was performed in a 
Gun, Boiler, Fire Control or other di- 
vision. 
- It is desired: that-in the: future all 
reports indicate clearly in Paragraph 
1, the exact nature of the duty per- 
formed by some such entry as “Watch 
and Division Officer, 5 inch Battery,” 
“Watch and Division Officer, Engine 
Division, Turbine,” ‘Machinery Divi- 
sion, Outside Superintendent,” etc. In 
cases where more than one type of duty 
has been performed by an officer as 
a ag ce duty during the period cov- 
ered by the report, such other duties 
will be entered in this paragraph. 


Active Officers Desired 


OMMANDANTS of Naval Districts 

have been informed that the Bu- 
reau of Navigation desires greater care 
taken not to disturb the chain of com- 
mand or seniority of Naval Communi- 
cation Reserve officers who are doing 
the actual work of organization and 
training, when acting on applications 
for appointment of Class C-V(S) offi- 
cers. 

In many cases sections and units 
have been recruited and organized by 
C-V(S) officers whose sole remunera- 
tion for their work has been the inter- 
est, experience and knowledge derived 
from their Naval Reserve activities. It 
is manifestly prejudicial to the interest 
and enthusiasm of these officers to have 
newly appointed officers supersede them 
merely because of appointment in 
higher rank. 

Several districts have a good per- 
centage of the C-V(S) officer quota 
filled, and it is particularly desirable 
that in these districts only applications 
of those who can and will attend drills 
and undertake organization duties be 
recommended favorably unless the ap- 
plicant is prominent professionally, as 
in the case of well known radio engi- 
neers or men experienced in the Com- 
mercial Communication. 

Vacancies in the officer class should 
also be left open to enable enlisted men 
of the V-3 class to advance to commis- 
sioned status. As the quota of V-3 
men is only 16 per cent filled, it is 
desired that enrollment of enlisted men 
be stimulated and further appointment 
C-V(S) officers be discouraged when 
ay of officers is 75 per cent or more 
filled.

Nicaraguan Campaign Badge 
A CAMPAIGN BADGE to be known 

as the Second Nicaraguan Cam- 
paign Badge will be issued to officers 
and enlisted men of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps who participated in or will 
in the future participate in, the opera- 
tions in Nicaragua. 

The date on which the first landing 
of the United States naval forces at 
Nicaragua took place, August 27, 1926, 
has been set as the beginning of the 
campaign in commemoration of which 
the badge is authorized. Service on 
shore, or in Nicaraguan waters on board 
vessels regularly or temporarily as- 
signed to duty with the Special Service 
Squadron will be counted, beginning 
on that date and extending to a time 
to be set. The award will be made 
for all such service, but not for duty 
on vessels engaged in transportation 
of personnel and supplies to and from 
Nicaraguan ports. 

As the character of the service still 
being performed .in Nicaragua by the 
reduced naval forces remaining in that 
country is of the same nature as the 
early operations, the badge will be 
given for future service as well as past 
service. In the past the issuance of 
campaign badges was made after the 
close of operations. It is believed, 
however, that in the best interests of 
morale, reward for services should be 
made as soon after the act justifying 
it as is possible. Present conditions in 
Nicaragua may continue for years and 
as the award for service there is par- 
ticularly well deserved, the badges will 
be issued now. 

Following the authorization, the Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation was di- 
rected to secure the design of the badge 
and to obtain the necessary supply for 
issuance to the naval service.

Army-Navy Game 


THE expectations of a resumal of 

Army-Navy athletic relations in the 
next few years were considerably 
dampened by the outcome of the con- 
ference held Wednesday between the 
superintendents of the two academies 
in Washington. 

As a result of expressions of opinion 
from all parts of the country, including 
& statement by President Hoover, call- 
Ing for the reestablishment of the sea- 
son’s football classic, Maj. Gen. William 
R. Smith and Rear Adm. Samuel S. 
Robison met in Gen. John J. Pershing’s 
Office to attempt a settlement of the 
problem. At the end of the conference 
the two schools were as far apart as 
at the beginning. 

The Naval Academy made three pro- 
posals, looking to a compromise of the 
dispute, and all three were rejected by 
the Military Academy. Gen. Smith 
Stood firm on the principle that all 
cadets should have equal opportunity, 
and any student who is proficient in 

S studies is entitled to represent his 
School in any branch of sport, regard- 

Ss of previous experience in intercol- 
legiate athletics. 

One of three proposals advanced by 
Adm. Robison as outlined in a state- 
ment by Secretary Adams called for a 
gradual adoption by West Point of the 
Civilian intercollegiate rules to which 

e Naval Academy adheres, so they 
Would be in full effect there at the end 

four years. The second was for 
adoption of a four-year eligibility rule 
for its players instead of three years,

This 
stand I presented to Adm. Robison as 
the principle of the Military Academy. 
I do not believe in compromising a prin- 
ciple. 

“No agreement was reached. The 
Army is still desirous of renewing ath- 
letic relations and hopes that the Navy

PRESIDENT HOOVER, Secretary of State Stimson, Ambassador Dawes, and 
Senators Reed and Robinson, have been conferring this week, drafting the 
instructions under which the American Delegation will discuss disarmament with 
the representatives of the other interested powers. Those instructions will be of 
vital moment to the American people, since they will involve the question of our 
ability to defend our homes, our possessions and our trade. Whatever they may 
be, it is apparent from the press comment that has come to our attention that 
while disarmament is agreeable to the public it must be accompanied at the same 
time by parity upon the seas. Anything which fails to provide this strength will 
be unpopular, as it should be. 





WHILE THE UNITED STATES is talking about further limitation of the 
Army, Mexico is discussing the desirability of compulsory military service 
based upon the systems in force in Argentina and Chile. In advocating this 
principle, the Mexican Minister for War pointed out that once it had been applied 
“we will attain not only a permanent form of peace but enter a definite era of 
progress.” There is a great deal of sense in what the Minister said, for the pro- 
posal carries with it the idea of instruction of all the personnel, and education, 
consequently, will make rapid strides among the Mexican masses. The Ameri- 
can Army today is not merely a military training school, but also affords ample 
opportunities for study and advancement. This likewise is true of our Navy. 





(THE POPULAR INTEREST displayed in aviation has been recognized by the 
Northwestern University, which has designated Rear Adm. William A. Mof- 
fett, Cnief of the Naval Bureau of Aeronautics, as a member of the advisory 
board of its Air Law Institute. It is apparent the sudden development of avia- 
tion has given rise to many important legal questions, and these demand solu- 
tions in accordance with the best interestes of the people. With the further de- 
velopment of aviation, other gestions will arise. It is important therefore that 
a code of air laws shail be developed based upon sound study and discussion of 
the principles involved. We congratulate the Northwestern University upon its 
selection of Rear Adm. Moffett, whose ability, knowledge and judgment will be 
extremely important not only for the formulation of air but for 
the instruction of students in this new science.

J. G. N.—Ft. H. G. Wright, the only 
garrisoned post in the Harbor Defenses 
of Long Island Sound, is on Fishers 
Island, 8 miles by boat from New Lone 
don. There is a government boat service 
and a privately owned one, and a gove 
ernment bus line to the dock, 1 1-4 mileg 
from the post. A private car is convene 
ient, though not indispensable. Post chil» 
dren attend school on the island, eight 
grades and three years of high school, 
high school seniors commuting to New 
London. Servants are not easily obtaine 
able. White servants are commonest, 
averaging at least $10 per week. There is 
a small commissary and a branch of the 
National Economy Stores on the post} 
island stores otherwise are high-price 
but favorable shopping conditions obtain 
in New London. it is practically always 
necessary for some assigned officers to 
live on a commutation basis in New Lone 
don. It is sometimes possible to rent a 
small house on the island, but rents are 
high. Main roads on island are paved, 
Some roads are impassable for a few 
days after a severe snow storm. Base- 
ball, tennis and swimming facilities are 
available on the post, and the Hay Har- 
bor Club, to which many of the officers 
belong, has an excellent golf course, 
Summer conditions are nearly ideal. Cot- 
ton is not worn, though the weather dur- 
ing the summer would permit it. The 
llth C. A. is garrisoned here, with Q. M. 
C., M. D. and O. D. detachments; also 
18th Sound Ranging Battery, C. A. G 
There is a Catholic chaplain,-and Sun- 
day School for both Catholics and Prot- 
estants. On the island there are Catholic 
and Episcopalian churches, and a Union 
chapel for all denominations.

The future program in constructing 
the ZRS-4, which will be the designa- 
tion of the dirigible until a name is 
selected, is to erect a complete section 
of the airship and to subject it to vari- 
ous engineering tests in order to thor 
oughly prove every feature of the de- 
sign. These tests will probably he 
completed in the spring of 1930. Eree- 
tion of the remainder of the airship 
will occupy about another year, gi 
a date of about July, 1931, by wh 
the airship should be ready for ht 
trials. The second of the two airships, 
ZRS-5, should be completed about the 
end of 1932. : 


These airships are intended for 
eration with the Fleet, and it is tho 
that one will be based on the East Coast 
and one on the West Coast. When they 
are available, opportunity will be at 
hand for the Navy to investigate more 
completely than heretofore possible; 
the capabilities of this type of ain 
craft for cooperation with surface 
Fleets and with airplanes.

Addresses Postgraduates 


R48 ADM. R. H. LEIGH, in a 
speech delivered at the Postgrad- 
uate School, advised the postgraduate 
not to be impatient in desiring to ap- 

ly his specialized knowledge. What 
his prospects are in his field is a mat- 
ter of particular concern to the post- 
graduate, and although the purpose of 
such study is to fit the graduate for 
the technical work he has been learn- 
i it is often necessary for changes 
to made which shift such a man to 
other duties. 

The future of the postgraduate is 
placed in his hands, the Admiral says, 
and it is up to him te shape it. Most 
of the leaders in specialized fields in 
the past have been officers who have at- 
tained superior knowledge of their sub- 
ject through the development of a 
hobby. The postgraduate school is of 
recent origin, and naval experts in the 
past attained their mastery through 
study of a subject which they learned 
by devoting themselves to that which 
interested them. 

Success depends on the motive which 
actuates the post graduate in requesting 
special instruction. If he is actually 
possessed of an ardent desire to study 
a particular subject which interests him 
most, it is reasonable to suppose that 
he will investigate that subject thor- 
oughly and with ultimate success. But 
if conditions arise so that he is as- 
signed to other duties, his time spent in 
specialized study is not lost—rather he 
is a better officer. And if as the officers 
who gained renown in the past he pur- 
sues further his subject he has studied 
and makes a hobby of it, mastery of the 
subject will be his. 

The best advertisement of the ability 
of the postgraduate lies in the close 
application to his duties and the use 
of the knowledge he has gained either 
directly pertaining to his work or in- 
directly through the broader back- 
ground obtained and through timely ad- 
vice and assistance to others. If he 
applies himself to the task at hand and 
leaves the recognition of his ability to 
his superiors his future is 
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Ludlow Backs Veterans 


AN ACCOUNT of the efforts of Rep- 
resentative Louis Ludlow to make 


certain that Democratic as well as Re- 
publican veterans would benefit in re- 
ceiving appointments as census enum- 
erators has been inserted into the Con- 
gressional Record by request of Sena- 
tor Dill. 

Mr. Ludlow first wrote to William M. 
Steuart, director of the Census, from 
whom he received assurance that it is 
his intention to give preference to 
veterans whenever possible. Later Mr. 
Ludlow wrote a letter to Secretary of 
Commerce Lamont in which he said, 
among other things: “To my great 
astonishment I find in talking with 
Republican Members of Congress from 
various States that a set-up is now be- 
ing made which, unless it is stopped 
by some regulation to be issued by the 
Federal administration, will result in 
the appointment of Republicans to all 
of these veterans’ positions and the 
exclusion of disabled Democratic vet- 

. I repeat that the preferential 
rights of employment granted veterans 
are a direct reward for military serv- 
ice. Why, then, should these rewards 
be granted exclusively to Republicans 
and not to Democrats? With all my 
heart I want to see Republican veterans 
appointed to these positions, but I also 
want, with all my heart, to see Demo- 
cratic veterans appointed, and that is 
why I am writing to you.” 

‘In this letter he ‘suggested that a 
regulation should be adopted ‘specify- 
ing that no discrimination should be 
made against veterans, their wives or 
widows because of their political affili- 
ations. : 

Later he directed a letter to Presi- 
dent Hoover, calling upon him to keep 
politics out of such appointments... This 
letter was referred to Secretary La- 
mont who replied, quoting two para- 
graphs of the regulations,. one. speci- 
fying that all appointments must be 
non-political and another giving . pref- 
erence for military service. 

“It is now up to the 573: supervisors 
to carry out the instructions of the 
administration by selecting enumera- 
tors on merit alone,” My:.Ludlow said.

Col. Cooke was born in North Caro- 
lina, October 11, 1875, and was ap- 
pointed to the Military Academy from 
that state June 19, 1895. He was ap- 
pointed second lieutenant of Artillery 
Feb. 15, 1899; promoted first lieuten- 
ant May 3, 190i; captain Jan. 1, 1905; 
major, CAC, July 1, 1916; lieutenant 
colonel July 1, 1920, and colonel Sept. 
10, 1921. Col. Cooke is a graduate of 
the Army War College, General Staff 
School, School of the Line, Naval War 
College, and distinguished graduate of 
the Artillery School. 

Col. Kutz was born in Pennsylvania, 
Oct. 14, 1870, and was appointed to the 
Military Academy June 15, 1889 and 
was graduated No. 2 in the class of 
1893, and was appointed to the Engi- 
neer Corps. He served in all grades 
to include that of colonel which he at- 
tained June 1, 1920. From 1906 to 
1908 he was stationed at the U. &.

ERE has beew established at New 

London, Conn., a Communication 
Office under the supervision of the 
Commander Destroyer Force, which will 
handle communications for all Coast 
Guard units at, and in the vicinity of 
New London. 





The Radio Division, Department of 
Commerce, has announced that the new 
list of Commercial and Government Ra- 
dio Stations of the United States, edi- 
tion of June 30, 1929, are available for 
distribution. 





All Coast Guard vessels of the 75 
foot and 125 foot class in the Lakes 
Division have now been equipped with 
Coast Guard standard radio apparatus. 
Those which were not equipped with 
radio in the 75’ patrol boat class were 
the CG-118, CG-119, and CG-120. These 
poats were furnished with cable an- 
tennae instead of the four wire invert- 
ed “L” originally designed and installed 
on this type vessel. Various units 
have been equipped with this type an- 
tenna and comparative tests made to 
determine their efficiency, as compared 
with the four wire inverted “L” type. 
These tests showed an improvement in 
signals and even if signals were equal 
the rigidity of the installation would 
warrant the change.

Ft. Hamilton (Special) — Overseas 
veterans of the “Fighting First” Di- 
vision, AEF, here for their 11th annual 
national reunion, commencing yester- 
day and continuing today and tomor- 
row, were stirred by vivid and realistic 
reenactment of that epic of heroism 
and sacrifice which the ist Division 
wrote in eight terrible days of fighting 
in the Meuse-Argonne, October 4-11, 
1918. 


It was during the Meuse-Argonne 
Offensive that the wonderful fighting 
machine that was the Ist Division paid 
its greatest price in killed and wounded 
and achieved its most telling victory of 
the entire war. Nine thousand men fell 
before the appalling fire which poured 
down without cessation from the 
strongly - fortified enemy entrench - 
ments, but grimly the First fought on, 
to win through on the eighth day, “as 
per schedule.”

Signal Corps Notes 


PF°F. CHARLES T. STONE, Super- 
intendent of .the schools of the city 
of Long Branch, N. J., accompanied 
by 15 members of his teaching staff, 
made a visit of inspection Oct. 26 to 
the Army Signal School at Ft. Mon- 
mouth. They were received by Col. 
A. S. Cowan, Commandant of the school 
and Maj. S. B. Akin, Assistant Com- 
mandant, who conducted them through 
the various departments of the school. 
Beginning at the print shop, the 
party visited the meterological station 
where a demonstration was staged for 
their benefit. Among the interesting 
things observed here was an observa- 
tion made to determine the direction 
and velocity of the winds from the sur- 
face to a height of 25,000 feet. 


The party next visited the class 
rooms, laboratories and storerooms. In 
the telegraph department a demonstra- 
tion of various apparatus from the sim- 
ple Morse telegraph circuits to the 
complicated automatic printers was 
held. Great interest was shown by the 
party in all, but more especially in the 
operation of the printer telegraph. 

The trip to the Signal Corps pigeon 
lofts proved to be of most interest. 
Here are kept the majority of the sur- 
viving war birds that rendered such 
valiant service with the Signal Corps 
in France. The local lofts are used for 
breeding and training purposes and 
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from here are supplied the message car- 
rying pigeons that are used by the 
combat branches of the Army. The 
party was also shown the lofts where 
an attempt is being made to breed a 
race of night flying birds. 

In expressing his appreciation for 
the opportunity of visiting the school, 
Prof. Stone stated that in his opinion 
the work being done at the Signal 
School would be of far reaching benefit 
to the country and especially to New 
Jersey. “The young men of the Army 
who come to this school,” said Prof. 
Stone, “receive a technical education 
which is of inestimable value to them 
upon their return to civil life. Many 
of these men after leaving the service 
locate in the industrial centers of the 
State, and for that reason the people 
of this State should be vitally inter- 
ested in the work being done by the 
Army Signal School.”

More Radio Men 
THE shortage of radio operators in 
the Navy a condition which has ex- 
isted for some time, is being repaired, 
a bulletin of the Communications Divi- 
sion recently issued, shows. 

Out of an authorized enlisted per- 
sonnel strength of 3303 radio opera- 
tors, there were at the end of Septem- 
ber 255 net vacancies, as compared 
with 276 net vacancies at the end of 
August. All of the vacancies are in 
the Second Class Radioman rating, 
there only being 761 operators in an 
authorized strength of 1220. This is 
partly made up by an excess in other 
ratings. 

The gain has resulted from more in- 
tense training on board ship of the 
men who have completed the radio 
training school and who are studying 
for examihation for petty officer rating. 
As a result of this there is an excess 
of 178 Third Class Radiomen, many 
of whom will soon reach second class 
status. It is expected by this method 
to qualify more radiomen and enable 
the Navy to keep up to authovized 
strength in communication work.

Married Men 

During the last few months some 
of the letters published by you from 
married enlisted men have stressed 
the financial hardships entailed on fam- 
ilies when the husband is serving in one 
of the lower grades. This condition is 
inevitable; it always has and always 
will prevail, even when salaries are set 
at a figure that appears to be fair and 
equitable to the majority. Junior offi- 
cers who marry too young have the 
same experience. A cadet at West 
Point may not marry under penalty 
of dismissal; but for this regulation 
some would marry before leaving the 
Military Academy; yet every year finds 
a certain number of the graduates mar- 
rying on the very day of their gradu- 
ation or shortly thereafter, and they 
are not always the men with private 
means either. 

During the decade preceding the 
Spanish-American War we had a much- 
married Army, and that at a time when 
pay for enlisted men was low; but it 
was customary then for the wives of 
men in the lower grades to help out 
in such manner as they might be able, 
their activities generally taking the 
form of domestic service, laundry work 
or making pies for sale to soldiers. 
When, however, the bulk of our little 
25,000 Regular Army went abroad in 
1898, the economic situation in many of 
these families became so acute that

Generally 
speaking both the Army and the Navy 
do well —certainly as well as can be 
expetted— by their married enlisted 
men of ripe experience, but the nature 
of the service involved, particularly 
the overseas feature, renders it inad- 
visable that more than a very small 
percentage of enlisted men should be 


married. 
Social Activities 

The Army and Navy Journal of Sep- 
tember 14, 1929, contained a letter 
from “Army Observer” who referred 
to the publication of Army social ac- 
tivities in various newspapers, his 
plaint being that affairs, which are 
generally quite modest in character, are 
written up in a grandiloquent manner, 
thus conveying a false impression to 
the outsider. All service people are 
aware of this and to many the prac- 
tice is reprehensible. Let us, therefore, 
do what we can to correct the wrong 
by asking society reporters and editors 
to report service social happenings in 
conservative fashion and particularly 
by omitting use of the greatly over- 
worked adjective “smart” which rather 
jars the sensibilities of a good many 
taxpayers. Many of these articles are 
actually written up by a member of 
the family of an Army,-Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps officer; in such cases the 
remedy lies within us. 

Living Costs 

After all that has been written of 
late in your columns regarding the cost 
of living it is unnecessary for me to 
say any more on this subject other 
than that there is no reasonable pros- 
pect of any reduction therein for a long 
time to come. 
Mr. Filene, the Boston merchant, in 
a recent address to Dartmouth students, 
said that the five-hour day, five-day 
week and both summer and winter va- 
cations for the masses of workers, were 
in the offing, as mass production neces- 
sitates that the masses be able to buy 
what they want and be encouraged to 
want more. 
An Associated Press despatch from 
Washington dated August 3, 1929, stat- 
ed that figures compiled by the Bureau 
of Labor showed that the cost of liv- 
ing had increased one-tenth of one per 
cent in the past year. 
On every hand one hears of 
increases for workers in civil life, all 
of which inevitably tend to keep up 
production costs. The latest one such 
of importance that has come to my 
notice is Western Union’s allotment of 
two million dollars for increased com- 
pensation for the coming year for those 
whose salaries are under $3,000 a year 
and of operators having less than two 
years of service with the company. 
This amount is exclusive of regular 
promotional increases to be granted in 
1930 and will affect about one-half of 
the employees of that large organiza- 
tion which now numbers about 68,000 
plus 16,000 messengers. Inquiry at the 
local Western Union office elicited the 


information that the: co made 
increases to p i all their 
employees during the period of the 


World War, ranging from seven to fif- 
teen per cent, which increases remained 
permanent after the war. In 1924 fur- 
ther increases occurred. In 1928 one 
and one-half million dollars was pai 
in additional compensation; two mi 
additional is Sone Bee this year, and 
a like sum, as above stated, is to be 
next year.

EAR ADM. W. A. MOFFETT, chief 

of the bureau of Naval Aeronautics, 
in a radio speech from station KDKA 
in Pittsburgh, on the occasion of the 
birthday of Comdr. Richard E. Byrd, 

N, ret., praised the value of air- 
craft carriers and expressed a hope 
that Congress will grant the four addi- 
tional ones for which he has asked. 

The Department, he said, has asked 
for five carriers of 13,800 tons and 
only one has been authorized. 

The broadcasting was in the form of 
a greeting to Comdr. Byrd in Little 
America in the Antarctic. 

“Greetings to you and to your com- 
mand from the Navy Bureau of Aero- 
nautics!” Adm. Moffett said. “You 
are setting a worthy example for all 
true Americans to follow by your un- 
selfishness and courage, bringing glory 
and honor to our country as did Capt. 
Wilkes, also of the United States Navy, 
who explored the Polar regions in a 
sailing ship in 1840, and gave his name 
to what is now Wilkes Land. It is 
such courage and vision as his and 
yours that are needed today to make 
America lead. 

Not “First in Air” 

“You will be glad to know that the 
country has been making great pro- 
gress in Aviation since you left, espe- 
cially in commercial aviation and the 
Air Mail, but we are not living up to 
the slogan of the National Aeronautic 
Association — “America First In The 
Air”—and won’t until the public and 
all those in responsible places full: ap- 
preciate the value of Aviation—what 
it means to commerce and to natic.al 
defense. Aviation still greatly needs 
Government support and the whole- 
hearted support of the public. Com- 
mercial aviation has been having a 
hard time recently, but is intrinsically 
on a firm foundation and will go ahead 
steadily with proper backing. 

“We are nearing the completion, we 
hope, of the Navy’s Five Year Aircraft 
Building Program, and will be able to 
train the necessary pilots to fully man 
the planes when completed. We have 
now 885 useful planes in the service, 
including 390 operating in the Fleet. 
The others operate from shore and 
training stations. 

“We have also greatly reduced cas- 
ualties and made flying more safe. In 
the past year the Navy has improved 
almost one hundred percent in its 
hours flown per fatality. For the year 
ending July 1, 1928, there were 3,922.45 
hours flown for each death in Naval 
Aviation, whereas for the year just 
completed there were 6,558.00 hours 
flown. 

Carrier Experience 

“The aircraft carriers Lexington and 
Saratoga have been in commission for 
a year, and we have gained invaluable 
experience with them as to how to use 
aircraft carriers, and large numbers 
of planes with the Fleet, especially in 
strategic and tactical maneuvers. Last 
year 84 planes took off from the Sara- 
toga at 3:40 in the morning, 140 nau- 
tical miles from the Canal, and suc- 
ceeded in attacking it and returning to 
the ship without a casualty. 

“I know you will agree with me when 
I say that they are by far the most 
valuable vessels in the Navy today. 
We have had years of experience in 
the use of the older weapons, but prac- 
tically none with aircraft carriers and 
the airplanes based on them. The De- 
artment has asked for five carriers of 
3,800 tons, and one has been author- 
ized by Congress. I hope the others 
will be granted soon. 

“In Lighter-than-Air, our first new 
dirigible, the ZRS-4, of 6,500,000 cu. ft., 
will be finished and flying in June, 1931. 
If you need her, she can come for you 
and she would be able to carry on the 
scientific exploration that you have be- 
= We once said that our beloved 

enandoah could go to the Poles and 
around the world. She could have 
and would have, had she been given 
the chance. Let us hope that the Spir- 
it of 76 will imbue Americans of 1929 
and in the years to come, to give full 
support to pioneers like yourself and 
to those coming after you who are do- 
ing all they can to see our country 
lead where she can and should.”

Seattle (Special) — Boeing System 
has filed formal application for per- 
mission to erect twenty-two radicphone 
stations in as many cities in nine states 
on its transcontinental and Pacific Coast 
air mail-express and passenger routes. 
The plane and ground radio equipment 
is being manufactured by Western 
Electric Company in its Philadelphia 
plant and is to be delivered in thirty 
days. The Boeing Chicago-San Fran- 
cisco route planes will be operating 
with radiophone by Christmas and the 
Seattle- Los Angeles planes shortly 
after the first of the year. 


The equipment, built under designs 
developed by Boeing radio engineers 
in collaboration with equipment com- 
panies and Department of Commerce 
representatives, enables pilots to talk 
to ground stations as distant as 200 
miles from an altitude of 12,000 feet. 
Pilots of planes in flight can talk to 
each other. 

The Boeing chain or stations, which 
will be the first installation on the 
Pacific Coast and the transcontinental 
air lanes, will be known as the “Red 
Chain,’ a desigfnation given by the 
Federal Radio Commission. Pacific 
Coast stations will be located at the 
United Airport at Burbank, Calif., on 
the city limits of Los Angeles, Bakers- 
field, Fresno, Oakland and Redding, 
Calif. Medford and Portland, Ore., 
Tacoma and Seattle, Wash. On the 
transcontinental route stations will be 
placed at Oakland and Sacramento, 
Calif.; Reno and Elko, Nev.; Salt Lake 
City, Utah; Rock Springs and Chey- 
enne, Wyo.; North Platte, Lincoln and 
Omaha, Neb.; Des Moines, Cedar Rap- 
ids and Iowa City, Iowa, and Chicago. 

Ground stations, whose equipment 
will weigh 1,500 pounds, will be sta- 
tions of 400 watts operating on a fre- 
quency of 3142 K. C. at night, and 
5660 K. C. during the daytime. Under 
its permit Boeing System must make 
its services available to other transport 
lines and to the itinerant flyer.

L": COL. SAMUEL B. PEARSON, 
USA, ‘ret., died at Fresno, Calif., 
on Friday morning, Oct. 18, 1929, 
from a sudden and unsuspected heart 
attack. He was born in California, 
Aug. 29, 1870, and entered the Army 
as a private April 14, 1897. He was 
appointed a second lieutenant of Cav- 
airy Oct. 1, 1899, attaining the perma- 
nent rank of lieutenant colonel July 1, 
1920, and retiring on Dec. 15, 1922, 
after 23 years’ service. During the 
World War, he served as a colonel in 
the Motor Transport Corps. 

Concerning Col. Pearson’s death, a 
correspondent writes: 

“J am inviting your attention to the 
fact that he came here ‘Sequoia Na- 
tional Park, Calif.), in 1904 as a first 
lieutenant in Troop A, 9th U. S. Cav- 
alry, under Capt. Hamilton, at the time 
the latter was acting superintendent of 
Sequicia National Park. Col. Pearson 
spent a summer under the Big Trees 
at Giant Forest and became so en- 
amored of this part of California and 
the Sierras that on his retirement he 
built a bungalow on land which he ac- 
quired at Three Rivers during his 
Army Service. 

“Col. Pearson had lived here for sev- 
eral years and had endeared himsrlf 
to the community near the park, and 
to all of us in the park, by his cheery 
good nature and his willingness to as- 
sist in anything for the good of the 
community.” 





Concerning the recent death of the 
Assistant District Attorney of San 
Francisco, Norman Cook, a correspond- 
ent writes: 

“The late Assistant District At- 
torney of San Francisco, Norman 
Cook, gave valuable and patriotic 
service during the World War.

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Bryden on Pay 
(Continued from First Page) 
sideration in this is to determine 
whether the schedule is to be based on 
grade, based on total length of sery. 
ice, or on a combination of the two, If 


all the personnei involved in the sched. 
ule were on a single promotion list and 
were assured of regular promotions, 
pay based on grade and length of 
service in the grade would be the most 
satisfactory; but when personnel oper- 
ating under several different systems 
of promotion are involved, a strict ad- 
herence to pay based on grade permits 
too great a disparity of pay over a pe- 
riod of years. On the other hand, to 
base the schedule entirely on total 
length of service would make the per- 
sonnel a body of time-servers, would 
destroy initiative, would make the mil- 
itary grades practically meaningless, 
and would consequently undermine or- 
ganization and discipline. In the Army 
alone, officers of the Medical Corps, of 
the Veterinary Corps, of the Medical 
Administrative Corps, and of the 
Corps of Chaplains are all promoted 
after definitely prescribed years of 
commissioned service in the several 
grades and in no two of these corps 
are the years of service the same, 
while the great bulk of Army officers 
are promoted in conformity with the 
indefinite fluctuations of a single pro- 
motion list. To make a schedule for 
these various groups, which will be 
fair to all, is a real problem, and when 
the schedule is for six different serv- 
ices, the difficulties of the problem are 
enormously increased. In its recom- 
mended schedule, the Board has com- 
bined pay based on grade and pay 
based on total length of service in such 
a manner as, it. believes, will result 
in a fair and workable schedule which 
will not conflict with the best inter- 
ests cf the Government nor of the sey- 
eral services. 


The lack of unfavorable criticism of 
the Board’s report up to the present 
time is a source of satisfaction to the 
members. Doubtless, individuals in the 
services have discovered or will dis- 
cover features which are personally 
objectionable to them. If so, it is ear- 
nestly hoped that, before broadcasting 
them, the discoverer consider the en- 
tire complex problem and weigh care- 
fully his personal objections against 
the good of the services as a whole, 
If that is done, harmony within the 
services is assured.

age of individual ships was ; 

found satisfactory for realizing a fair 

approximation to the ratio in naval 
strength agreed upon. 
Cruisers Difficult 

In the P omery aw of extending limita- 
tion to other types of ships it is gen- 
erally conceded that little difficulty will 
be experienced in the application of 
similar agreements to “destroyers” 
and “submarines.” In the cruiser 
category, however, the search for a 
suitable formula is more com 

The aim has been to find a “yard- 
stick” by which a certain number of 
large 8” gunned cruisers could be pro- 
nounced equivantent to a certain number 
of smaller sized and smaller gunned 
cruisers so that the greater need of 
one country for the latter could be 
reconciled to the greater need of an- 
other country for the former without 
upsetting the agreed upon ratio in 
total 4 

This opened the gate to a flood of 
related considerations, such as bases, 
merchant tonnage, building facilities 
and resources. 

A brief estimation of the advantages 
and disadvantages of an 8-in. gunned 
ten-thousand ton cruiser as compared 
with those of a 6-in. gunned six-thou- 
sand ton cruiser illustrates the difficul- 
ties encountered in designing this com- 
plicated form of “yardstick.” 

Compare Ships 

At long range the 8-in. gun has an 
obvious superiority over the 6-in. In 
the open sea with good visability the 
8-in. cruiser might destroy the 6-in. 
cruiser without getting close enough 
for the shorter ranged gun to score 
any hits at all. However, the probable 
large expenditure of ammunition at 
long ranges should not be overlooked. 
On the other hand, in a night action, 
or under conditions of low visibility, 
or in a general engagement at close 
range, the 6-in. gun as well as the 
8-in. would penetrate the armor of 
either type of vessel and the smaller

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Storm Damages N. T. S. 


Great Lakes, Fl. (Special)—A storm 
of marked intensity with a seventy- 
mile wind hit the Naval Training Sta- 
tion here during the night of October 
21st and continued during the day and 
night of October 22nd, doing consid- 
erable damage to various parts of the 
station. 

The aviation landing pier which was 
built at a cost of nine thousand dollars 
was carried away. The inner jetties 
east of the boat house were damaged 
to an extent of two or three thousand 
dollars. The east end of the boat 
house pier, cribbing, and stringers 
were carried away, necessitating the 
closing of the road in that vicinity. 
The yachts anchored in the inner har- 
bor were damaged considerably but the 
extent of the damage is not known. 








gun would have an advantage in 
greater rapidity of fire. 

Also for a close-up screen to protect 
battleships from destroyer attack the 
6-in. cruiser with its more rapid fire 
and better maneuvering qualities 
might prove under some conditions 
equally if not more serviceable than 
the 8-in. ships. , 

The question of numbers also en- 
ters and “placing too many eggs in 
one basket” is an old saying that has 
a bearing in this comparison of the 
value of a certain number of 8-in. 
cruisers versus a large number of 6-in. 
cruisers. Also in some cases, special 
duties require numbers in preference 
to size and power. 

The 8-in. ship, in addition to heavier 
guns and better protection, has greater 
cruising radius, better habitability, is 
more seaworthy and individually has 
greater available tonnage to invest in 
carrying airplanes, torpedoes, mines or 
for any other purpose tht may be 
deemed advisable. For distant serv- 
ice in large ocean areas, and for inde- 
pendent duties away from the support 
of battleships, the 8in. ship has ad- 
vantages over the smaller 6-in. For 
duties in restricted sea areas and nar- 
row waters more subject to subma- 
Tine and aircraft activities, the smaller 
6-in. type in greater numbers with 
more mobility and presenting indi- 
vidually less target area, might be con- 
sidered for many purposes more ef- 
fective than the 8-in. cruiser type. 

Merchantmen Important 

The number of converted merchant- 
men available, as well as base facili- 
ties and character of duties likely to 
be imposed, are all factors in the back- 
ground pressing to enter into the de- 
sign of a “yardstick” for determining 
relative values between the 6-in. and 
8-in. types. 

It is not necessary to go deeper into 
the complexities and —— of 
“vyardsticks.” Among those who have 
studied the problem there will be 
found general agreement that it is a 
task of considerable magnitude to de- 
sign a “yardstick” to fit one assumed 
set of conditions: for a particular 
country, in a predetermined geographi- 
cal location, faced by a given tactical 
situation, under prescribed circum 
stances of visability and weather. 
How much greater, then, is the task to 
design a flexible “yardstick” to fit all 
countries under all conditions. 

“Yardsticks” have the inherent 
weaknes of being ephemeral; they only 
fit a given situation at a given time. 

Admitting that there is no scien- 
tific way by which an accurate “yard- 
stick” can be calculated” it does not 
necessarily follow that a more or less 
empirical solution cannot be found. In 
an atmosphere of common sense and 

will, mutual determination to 
find a satisfactory answer is having 
the desired result. 
Formula Form 

As announced by the MacDonald 
Government, the American and the 
British points of view predicated on 
substantial “parity” in 1936, are not 
very far apart. Placing ‘the solutions 
submitted in equation form, we have:

The application of this general for- 
mula to the American and British pro- 
posals shows that the only discrep- 
ancies left to be reconciled are in the 
factors of x and y. In the former x 
equals 339,000 minus 315,000 equals 
24,000, and in the latter, x equals 339,- 
000 minus 300,000 equals 39,000, 
showing a discrepancy of 15,000 tons in 
the x factor representing the difference 
in total tonnages. In the American 
proposal y equals 21 minus 15 equals 
6, whereas the British solution gives 
y equals 18 minus 15 equals 3, show- 
ing a discrepancy of 3 in the y factor 
representing the difference in number 
of 8in. gunned cruisers. 

As far as “parity” with Great Brit- 
ain is concerned these are the only dif- 
ferences that have to be composed. 

Assuming that the London confer- 
ence is successful in reaching an 
agreement that will give “parity” in 
1936, it would appear comparatively 
easy to simplify the formula for fu- 
tyre use and make it similar to the one 
that has proved successful for the bat- 
tleship category viz: a fixed limiting 
total tonnage, the size of an individual! 
cruiser not to be over 10,000 tons, the 
guns not to be larger than 8-in. and 
the limiting age to be twenty years. 
Within these limits each country to 
build as it desires. 

Elasticity Desirable 

Some slight modification to give suf- 
ficient elasticity might be necessary. 
For instance, it might be left optional 
to the British Empire at any time, in 
her discretion, to scrap small cruisers 
and approach the 1936 limits fixed for 
the United States in number of &-in. 
cruisers and in total tonnage, and like- 
wise the United States might be left 
free in her discretion, to build up to- 
ward the larger tonnage limit fixed 
for the British by decreasing the 
number of 8-in. cruisers and making 
up the remainder of the total tonage 
with a larger number of 6-in. cruisers. 
Neither country would then feel that 
it might be binding itself to a fixed 
ratio in &in to 6-in. cruisers that 
might prove embarrassing after un- 
foreseen future conditions. This 
elastic arrangement would be a clear 
cut “parity” agreement easy to un- 
derstand. f 

Here it may be objected that this is 
not real “parity” because it does not 
take account of numerous important 
factors such as bases, available mer- 
chant tonnage for conversion into 
auxiliary cruisers, aircraft, resources 
for shipbuilding, ship repairing, air- 
craft construction, and the numerous 
other related activities that serve the 
combatant fleets. . 

It is true these factors are not in- 
cluded, but objection on that ground is 
not valid because there is no question 
of war between the two countries in- 
volved. The aim is to make the pos- 
sibility of war—already extremely re- 
mote—still more remote. It is essen- 
tial to reduce the agreement to the 
simplest terms that will accomplish 
the definite purpose to avoid com- 
petitive building and to effect economy 
in so far as it is consistent with a 
prudent policy of national defense. 

Whatever final form the “yardstick” 
may take, and whatever general for- 
mula may result, it is evident that 
there are grounds for optimism that 
a workable “parity” agreement can be 
made and presented in a form that will 
satisfy both nations that their respec- 
tive sovereignties will be represented 
by naval fleets actually commensurate 
in ‘general size and strength.

Infantry and Cavalry Boards. Of the 
nine riffes submitted the Board finally 
eliminated from consideration all but 
the Garand and Pedersen. These two 
rifles demonstrated general suitability 
as service rifles. Both of them have 
miner defects which it is believed can 
be .easily remedied in further develop- 
ment, 

In considering the Garand rifle, the 
Board found that it demonstrated many 
qualities which would warrant its fur- 
ther consideration. The most import- 
ant of these are its great simplicity 
and fewer parts. However, the Peder- 
sen rifle has been given tests 
in the hands of troops at Ft. Benning, 
Ga., and Riley, Kan. In view of this, 
the Board is of the opinion that simi- 


z 


lar action should be taken in connec-_ 


tion with the Garand before a final 
decision is made. 

In making its recommendation, the 
Board was influenced by the followi 
facts: First, the Garand rifle gives po 
ficient evidence of availability to jus- 
tify the manufacture of twenty for a 
service test with troops; second, there 
will be no money available until the 
1932 budget for the manufacture of 
any for rearmament; third, the Ord- 
nance Department has at the present 
time sufficient funds to manuf. 
the number of Garand rifles recom- 
mended by the Board. As a conse- 
quence, they can be manufactured and 
the test held before funds will become 
available for rearmament. 

_In the opinion of the Board these 
circumstances justify holding open the 
final question of the settlement between 
the two rifles until that time. Should 
the Garand fail to measure up in the 
test with troops, the Pedersen which 
has been found satisfactory to them 
will still be available. Both of these 
rifles are controlled by the Ordnance 
Department.

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Motors Help Speed 
Cavalry’s Progress 


HE Cavalry—one of the most typi- 
cally American fighting arms—is 
tsking as full advantage as funds will 
permit of the motor age. 
Reports of the present and plans for 
the future development of the armored 
car and other phases of mechanization 
for the Cavalry form some of the out- 
standing portions of the annual report 
of Maj. Gen. Herbert B. Crosby, Chief 
of Cavalry, to the Secretary of War, 
which was made public yesterday. 
The report reveals that it is planned 
te equip units such as the provisional 
platoon, Troop A, Second Armored Car 
Squadron, with Christie type heavy ar- 
mored cars; that exhaustive tests are 
to be made of armored cars in general; 
and that complete training regulations 
are being prepared on the subject of 
armored cars. 
Cavalry Designed Car 

Already, the report shows, Troop A, 
1st Armored Car Squadron, is an inte- 
gral part of the ist Cavalry Division, 
Ft. Bliss. In line with its program a 
light armored car has been designed 
by Col. Bruce Palmer, a cavalry officer, 
and constructed at the Quartermaster 
School, Camp Holabird. 

In the October. maneuvers of the ist 
Cavalry Division, the report states, the 
armored car as well as the anti-tank 
weapons were involved for the first 
time. 

Progress in motorization is shown 
by the fact that one of the two wagon 
trains of the Cavalry Division has been 
replaced by a motor company and sev- 
eral vehicles are now included in each 
Cavalry regiment. 

An outstanding example of the value 
of motors to the Cavalry is the fact 
that during the recent border disturb- 
ances a detachment of Cavalry was 
moved by motor from Ft. Bliss to a 
threatened locality, ninety miles away, 
in less than a day. 

The report will be taken as increased 
evidence of the vital necessity of main- 
taining the Cavalry and permitting its 
development along modern lines which 
do not detract from but as a matter of 
fact greatly enhance its inherent fea- 
tures of “rapid movement, prompt en- 
gagement in action, and early decision 
in the encounter.” 

The tendency among the uninformed 
to brand the use of horses in the Army 
as obsolete will find little sympathy 
from those in the Army or those out- 
side familiar with the facts. In sandy, 
mirey or extremely rocky terrain the 
swift movement and striking power of 
mounted troops is something of which 
American history attests in many in- 
Stances and the advent of motors is 
Sure to aid the development of and 
greatly increase the value of this arm 
of the service.

President Will Study Army’s Economy 
Report Over Week End; Barbour Has Copy 





THE REPORT of the General Staff 

on its survey of the Army to see 
where economies can be made to help 
the administration bring about a tax 
reduction is now in the hands of Presi- 
dent Hoover. 

The report was turned over to him 
Wednesday. No comment was forth- 
coming from either the White House 
or the War Department except a brief 
statement by Secretary Good at the 
conference with newspaper men in 
which he announced that the report 
had been completed and turned over 
to the President and that it covered 
only the purely military activities of 
the department and did not consider 
what economies could be effected in 
the non-military activities such as the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the rivers 
and harbors work. 

President Hoover does not intend to 
make the report public. The Journal 
has learned that he considers it for his 
personal use only and that he will be- 
gin serious study of it this week end 
with a view to making it the basis 
for recommendations to Congress. 

Earlier in the week Representative 


Barbour, of California, chairman of the ! 


sub-committee on War Department ap- 
propriations, requested the Secretary 
of War to send him a copy of the Gen- 
eral Staff’s survey when it reached 
completion. This has been done, it is 
understood, and Mr. Barbour is pre- 
paring to make a detailed study of it 
to see where his committee can aid 
in bringing about the economies sought 
by the administration. Mr. Barbour 
has not yet read the report but he 
said before receiving it that he under- 
stood that the report would recom- 
mend the abolition of a number of 
military posts which are though to be 
of no strategical value. 

Naturally wherever Army officers 
gather the air is redolent with rumors 
as to the content of the report. The 
rumor that it recommends a reduction 
in commissioned personnel is a persist- 
ent one and the figure 1,100 seems to 
meet with most favor as the number 
probably recommended. 

Physically the report with its ap- 
pendages is preponderous, numbering 
hundreds of large pages. One preval- 
ent rumor is that it recommends hun- 
dreds of ways in which small shavings

Agog With Naval Talk

NEGOTIATIONS that will have an 
important bearing on the London 

Limitation Conference next January and 
may possibly spell success or disaster 
are under way via diplomatic channels.

Plan Moves to Better 
Federal Guard Status 


DETERMINED effort will be made 

by the officers of the National 
Guard Association, headed by Maj. Al- 
fred Foote, to bring about enactment of 
legislation to carry out the recommend- 
ations of its special committee which 
studied methods of creating a better 
Federal status for the National Guard. 
Under a resolution adopted at the re- 





cent convention in Los Angeles the ex- 
ecutive committee was directed “to take 
immediate steps to prepare and present 
to the Congress of the United States 
suitable amendments to the National 
Defense Act in order to accomplish the 
creation of the National Guard of the 
United States as a part of the Army 
of the United States in substance as 
proposed by the report and recommend- 
ations of the Hough committee, and 
that every effort will be made to have 
said amendments enacted into law by 
the incoming Congress.” 

The convention also went on record 
as endorsing the conclusions of the 
Interdepartmental Pay Board. A very 
important action was one which pledged 
the association to work for an amend- 
ment to the National Defense Act 
which would set the peace time strength 
of the National Guard at 220,000 to be 
reached in annual increments. The 
strength now is 190,000 men. Under the 
present provisions of the National De- 
fense Act the strength is set at 800 for 
each Congressman and Senator. 

The movement to bring about a bet- 
ter Federal status for the Guard start- 
ed some time ago. Under the present 
system, in case of an Emergency the 
Guard is not taken into the Army of 
the United States in units, but the 
men and officers must be drafted indi- 
vidually. At a prior convention the 
matter was taken up and the Secretary 
of War was asked to appoint a com- 
mittee to study the matter. Brig. Gen. 
Charles E. McPherrin was appointed 
chairman of such a committee and a 
report was drawn up and sent to the 
National Guard Association for further 
study. In 1928 this committee’s report 
was disapproved because it was felt 
that under its provisions the National 
Guard would become a Federal force

Board Member Writes 
of Pay Revision Needs 





(In_the following article R. S. Pat- 
ton, Director, Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey, member of the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board, set forth, for the readers 
of the Army and Navy Journal, his 
views on the service pay situation.)

i CONSIDERING the compensation 
to be paid to officers in the Govern- 
ment service, it is axiomatic that the 
ultimate purpose to be attained, as 
concerns the public interest, is two- 
fold; first, to establish rates of en- 
trance pay sufficiently attractive to se- 
cure persons with the necessary quali- 
fications from eligible citizens who are 
interested in the public service; and 
second, to provide such rates of com- 
pensation throughout the various 
grades and ranks as will induce an of- 
fier to remain permanently in the serv- 
ice and adopt it as a career. 


Must Be Sufficient 

Such compensation, without being 
excessive, must be sufficient to enable 
an officer to give his best thought and 
efforts to his work and to the attain- 
ment of a proficiency that will insure 
his advancement, and not to problems 
of existence, worry over financial mat- 
ters, or plans for bettering his condi- 
tion by a change to another field of 
work. 

These considerations apply with 
special force to the six commissioned 
services of our Government on ac- 
count of the highly specialized nature 
of their operations, the fact that effi- 
cient officers and capable leaders can 
be developed only through long train- 
ing in the various grades of the par- 
ticular service involved, and the un- 





usual expenditures to which the mem- 
bers of the services are subjected. The 
educational attainments of entrants 
must be of a high order, the require- 
ments of all of the services in this re- 
spect being practically unform. 


Fails to Provide 

The present compensation of the per- 
sonnel of these commissioned services 
is fixed by the Joint Pay Act of 1922, 
which, unfortunately, fails to provide 
for the considerations named above, 
The establishment of pay schedules 
throughout the Government service and 
in all branches of private enterprise 
has been characterized for many years 
by a gradual increase in rates to com- 
pensate for the mounting cost of liv- 
ing. This important feature, however, 
was omitted from the Joint Pay Act 
for two reasons; first, the need at that 
time for extraordinary measures of 
national economy; and second, the be- 
lief that the great increase in cost of 
living was a temporary condition which 
would soon be alleviated. This relief, 
of course, has failed to materialize. 
Furthermore, the act contained a num- 
ber of novel features which appeared 
desirable in theory but have failed to 
operate satisfactorily in practice. 

Evidence of Inadequacy 

During the seven years that the 
Joint Pay Act has been in operation, 
evidence of the inadequacy of the pay 
schedules and of the injustice to in- 
dividuals and to various ups re- 
sulting from certain provisions of the 
act has accumulated at a rapid rate. 
The facts are common knowledge and 
need not be detailed here. They have 
resulted in an abnormal num of 
resignations, in a general fee of 
dissatisfaction and unrest throughout 
the various services, and in a serious 
lowering of morale. 

The situation finally became so acute 
that in the early part of 1929 an Inter 
departmental Pay Board was organized 
to investigate conditions in the various __ 
commissioned services and to recom- 
mend such modifications in existing —_
